which ſerve for the ſuſtenance of life : furthermore, all kinds of 
cotton, hemp, flax, tar, pitch, ropes; ſails, ſail-cloths, anchors, or 
any part of anchors, alſo ſhip-maſts, planks, and wood of all kinds, 
and all things proper either for building or repairing ſhips; and all 
other goods whatever which have not been worked into the form 
of any inſtrument prepared for war by land or by ſea, ſhall not be 
reputed contraband, much leſs ſuch as have been already wrought 
and made up for any other uſe ; all which ſhall be wholly reckoned 
amongſt free goods; as likewiſe all other merchandizes and things 
which are not compichended, and particularly mentioned in the 
foregoing enumeration of contraband goods; ſo that they may be 
tranſported and carried in the freeſt manner by the ſubje&s of both 
parties, even to places belonging to an enemy, fuch towns or places 
being only excepted as are at that time beſieged, blocked up, or in- 
veſted.

HE National Convention, on the report of its committees of 
public and general ſafety, decrees as follows: 

I. All foreigners born in the territories with which the French 
Republic is at war, and who have entered France ſince the 1ſt of 
January, 1792, are enjoined to depart from thence. | 

11. They ſhall quit the communes in which they reſide within 
he ſpace of three days, reckoning from the publication of the pre- 
ent law. They ſhall, beſides, be allowed one day for every ſeven 
leagues, between the place they are to quit and the frontier. 

111 They ſhall declare before the municipalities, and at Paris, 
deſore the civil committees of the ſection, what route they intend 
to take: — This route will be deſcribed on the paſsports to be de- 
livered to them. Y ; 

IV. Every foreigner comprehended in the preſent law, who 
ſter the delay pointed out by the ſecond and third articles ſhall be 
found on the territory of the Republic, or who ſhall ſtray from the 
road traced out to him, ſhall be put under arreſt. 

V. The diſpoſitions of the preceding articles, ſhall apply to 
orcigners who 7 to have been born in countries either 
allied or neutral, ſhall not be recogniſed and acknowledged by their 
reſpective ambaſſadors and agents. ; | 

VI. The following may continue in France: 

1. Foreigners born in the countries with which the Republic is at 
war, who came into France before the 1ſt of January, 1792, 
provided they have a known dwelling, or are vouched for by four 
citizens, houſekeepers, and diſtinguiſhed by their patriotiſm and 
their probity. | 
Foreigners born in the countries in friendſhip and alliance with 
France, who ſhall be acknowledged by the ambaſſadors or agents 
of the powers with which the Republic is at peace. 

VII. To each foreigner there ſhall be delivered a paper con- 
aining his deſcription with theſe words on the top—*® Hoſpitality ! 
Security!” The word, © Fraternity” ſhall be added for foreigners 
dorn in the countries with which the Republic is at peace. 

VIII. Every foreigner found in a ſeditious aſſemblage ſhall be 
conſidered as a ſpy, and puniſhed as ſuch. | : 

IX. Every foreigner, at his arrival in a ſeaport, or in a frontier 
commune of the Republic, ſhall appear be ſore the ——— 
He ſhall there preſent his paſsport, which is to be immediately 
tranſmitted to the committee of general ſafety for examination. 
He ſhall, in the mean time, be under the charge of the municipal

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X. The councils general of communes may, nevertheleſs, gin 
proviſional authorizations to the merchants of allied or neu 
countries who ſhall enter France.

IN depriving you of a king, whoſe whole reign was paſſed j 
captivity, but whoſe infancy even afforded ſufficient grounds ſu

The fatal conformity which ſubſiſts between the commence 
ment of our reign and the commencement of the reign of th 
fourth Henry, operates as an additional inducement with us t 
take that monarch for our model, and imitating, in the firſt i 
ſtance, his noble candour, we ſhall now lay open our whole ſoil 
before you. Long, too long, have we had to deplore thoſe fats 
circumſtances which imperiouſly preſcribed the neceſſity of filence; 
but now that we are allowed to exert our voice, attend to it 
Our love for you is the only ſentiment by which we are aQuated; 
our heart obeys, with delight, the dictates of clemency z and fine 
it has pleaſed heaven to reſerve us, like Henry the Great, tot: 
eſtablith in our empire the reign of order and the laws, like hin 
we will execute this divine taſk, with the aſſiſtance of our faith 
ful ſubjects, by uniting kindneſs with juſtice. 

Your minds have, by dreadful experience, been ſufficiently ws 
formed of the extent and origin of your misfortunes. Impiou 
and factious men, after having ſeduced you by deluſive declams 
tions, and by deceitful promiſes, hurried you into irreligion and 
revolt. Since that time, a flood of calamities has ruſhed in upd 
upon wan from every ſide. You proved faithleſs to the God d 
your forefathers ; and that God, juſtly offended, has made yo! 


feel the weight of his anger ;—you rebelled againſt the authoriy 
which he had eſtabliſhed, and a ſanguinary deſpotiſm, and # 
anarchy not leſs fatal, have, in alternate ſucceſſion, continued 
haraſs you with inceſſant rage. |

You next ſubmitted to the deſpotic ſway of gloomy and auſtere 
ants, who conteſted with each other while the conteſt was 
arked with mutual maſſacres—the right of oppreſſing the na- 
dn; and they impoſed upon you a yoke of braſs. 

You afterwards permitted their blood-ſtained ſceptre to paſs 
to the hands of a rival faction, which, in order to ſecure their 
wer, and to reap the fruit of their crimes, aſſumed the maſk of 
oderation, which it ſometimes lifts up, but which it dares not 

t venture wholly to throw aſide ; and you have changed ſan- 
nary 7 whom you abhorred, for hypocritical deſpots, 
om you deſpiſe. They conceal their weakneſs beneath an aps 
arance of mildneſs, but they are actuated by the ſame ambition 
hich influenced the conduct of their predeceſſors :—The reign 
terror has fuſpended its ravages ; but they have been re- 
aced by the diſorders of anarchy, Leſs blood is ſhed in France;

You have lent a favourable ear to the calumnious reports that 
ve been propagated againſt that ancient race which, during ſo 
ga period, reigned as much in your hearts as over France:

In a word, your tyrants have overthrown the altars of your

Thus, impiety and revolt have been the cauſe of all the tor- 
nts you 5 In order to ſtop their progreſs, you muſt.

You muſt renounce the dominion of thoſe treacherous and cruel 
rpers who promiſed you happineſs, but who have given you, 
ly tamine and death; we wiſh to relieve you from their tyranny;

You muſt return to that holy religion which has drawn down 
n France the bleſſings of heaven.

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of people. It is our wiſh to reſtore it. Have not the various ten 
lutions which have occurred to augment your diſtreſs, ſince d 
period of its deſtruAion, convinced you that it is the only gove

Give no credit to thoſe rapacious and ambitious men, who, i 
order at once to violate your property, and to engroſs all-powe 
have told you that France had no conſtitution, or, at leaſt, d 
its conſtitution was deſpotic ; its exiſtence is as ancient as the m 
narchy of the Franks; it is the produce of genius, the maſltet 
piece of wiſdom, and the fruit of experience. 

In compoling the body of the French people of three diſtind 
orders, it traced with preciſion that ſcale of ſubordination, vid 
out which ſociety cannot exiſt. But it gives to neither of t 
three orders any political right which is not common to all; i 
leaves all employments open to Frenchmen of every claſs; i 
affords equal protection to all perſons, and to all property; an 
by this means, in the eye of the law, and in the temple of juſtic 
all thoſe inequalities of rank and fortune diſappear, which civil 
der neceſſarily introduces among the inhabitants of the ſameempi 

- Theſe are great advantages; but there are others ſtill me 
eſſential. It ſubjects the laws to certain ſpecific forms preſcribe 
by itſelf, and the ſovereign himſelf to the obſervance of the lav 
in order to guard the wiſdom of the legiſlature againſt the ſnan 
of ſeduction, and to defend the liberty of the ſubje& againſt tk 
abuſe of authority; it preſcribes conditions to the eſtabliſhment 
of impoſts, in order to ſatisfy the people that the tributes whid 
they pay are neceſſary for the preſervation. of the ſtate. It es 
Hides to the firſt body of the magiſtracy the care bf enforcing ti 
execution of the laws, and of undecciving the monarch, if 
ſhould chance to be impoſed upon. It places the fundamenty 
laws under the protection of the king, and of the three orc 
for the purpoſe of preventing revolutions, which are the greats 
calamities that the people can poſſibly fuſtain. It has adopted 
multiplicity of precautions, in order to ſecure to you the adn 
tages of a monarchical government, and to ſcreen you from! 
dangers. Do not your unexampled misfortunes, as much as 
venerable antiquity, beat teſtimony to its wiſdom ? Did yo 
anceſtors ever experience the evils which you have borne lid 
the hands of ignorant and obſtinate innovators. have overthroꝶ 
their conſtitution ? It was the common ſupport of the cottage 
the poor, and the palace of the rich; of perſonal freedom u 
public ſafety ; of the rights of the throne, and the proſper 
the ſtate. The moment it was overthrown, property, 6 
freedom, all ceaſed to exiſt. No ſooner did the throne become 
prey to uſurpers, than your fortunes were ſeized by plundeten 
the inſtant the ægis of royal authority ceaſed to protect you, 
were oppreſſed by deſpotiſm, and funk into ſlavery. 7 
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To that antique and wiſe conſtitution, whoſe fall has proved 
our ruin, we Wiſh to reſtore all its purity, which time had cor» 
upted; all its vigour, which time had impaired ; but it has, 
ſelf, fortunately deprived us of the ability to change it. It is 
ur holy ark; we are forbidden to lay raſh hands upon it; your 
e ppineſs and our glory, the wiſh of all true Frenchmen, and 
he knowledge which we have acquired in the ſchool of misfor- 
une, all tend to confirm, in our mind, the neceſſity of reſtor- 
Wong it entire. It is becauſe France js dear to us, that we are 
nxious to replace her under the beneficent proteQion of a go-

o quell that ſpirit of ſyſtem-making, that rage for innovation,

more But while the hand of time gives the ſtamp of wiſdom to the 
ride ſtitutions of man, his paſſions are ſtudious to degrade them, 
pnd either put their own work at the fide of the. laws, with a 
iew to weaken their effect, or make it uſurp the place of the 
laws in order to render them uſeleſs. In thols empires, which 
ave attained to the higheſt pitch of glory and proſperity, abuſes 
uſt generally prevail, becauſe in ſuch ſtates they are the leaſt 
ikely to attract the attention of thoſe who govern, Some abuſes 
ad therefore crept into the government of France, which were 
9 only felt by the lower claſs of people, but by every order of the 
eng tete.

Who would have ventured to believe, that perfidy and rebellion 
ould ever have infected that army, which Was erſt the ſupport of 
he throne, and was at all times devoted to honour and to their 
lovereign ?

That throne, which the revolution has twice deprived of its 
lawful ſovereign, is not to me an object of ambition or enjoy- 
ment, Alas! flill ſmoaking with the blood of our family, and 
wholly encompaſſed with ruins, it can promiſe us nothing but 
ſorrow ful recollections, labours, and pains. But Providence or- 
ders us to aſcend it; and it is our duty to obey, We are called

In order to prepare the downfall of the throne, the limits of 
liberty had been too far over-leaped ; too great a ſhock was given 
to thoſe principles of vigour, which alone in a great ſtate are able 
to maintain ſubmiſſion to the public laws, and the empite of ſocial 
virtues. Savage anarchy was not backward to blend its rage with 
the generous tranſports of patriotiſm ; a vile ſwarm of robbers dared 
to mix with the heroes of the Republic, and for a long time pre- 
vented them from becoming its effectual founders. , Thus, while 
we bring back our recollection to the period of the roth of Augull, 
we behold for the ſpace of three years the deſtiny-of the country, 
and we imagine that we at the ſame time run over two careers, one 
of crimes, of ſervitude, and diſgraces ; the other of virtues, d 
happineſs, and of triumphs.

By ſun-ſet our ſhot reached her; and ſhortly after, the 
ſgnal being made for three fathoms, I anchored within half a cable's 
length of a rock, moſt of which was covered at high water, and a mile 
from the main land; a ſpring was got upon the cable, and a conſtant 
firing kept up till near nine o'clock, when I ſent Meſſrs. Long and 
Thompſon, the firſt and third lieutenants, Mr. Morgan, maſter's mate, 
and Mr. Patton, midſhipman, in the barge and cutters, with their crews 
and fix marines, giving directions to Lieutenaut to ſet fire to the 
veſſel if he could not bring her off. At half paſt ten the boats returned, 
with the ſecond captain, a midſhipman, and twenty-fix men, having fo 
eſſectually performed this ſervice, that at twenty minutes paſt twelve 
ſhe blew up. It was with great difficulty they got alongſide the enemy, 
the tide having ebbed conſiderably, and they experienced a very obſti- 
nate reſiſtance, the greateſt part of her crew having remained on beard, 
leveral of whom loſt their tives. She proved a corvette, lugger rigged, 
called L'Ecureil, mounting 18 four-pounders, commanded by Moni.

at * They had, with great dexterity, found means to clear 
the field-piece of the ſpike during the ſhort time they had it in their 
poſſeſſion, and had been joined by upwards of 100 French and Cha 
ribs immediately after Captain Hall's party retreated : our troops at- 
tacked them with great ſpirit at the time appointed ; apd/though they 
were unexpectedly annoyed by ſeveral diſcharges of grape-ſhot from the 
field-piece, and, notwithſtanding the enemy were in ſuch force, in leſs than 
half an hour they retook the field-piece, and got complete poſſeſſion of the 
hill, the enemy flying on all ſides.

arme, which Captain Bathe affented to. The conditions have not been 
as yet reported to me. Captain Bathe, on the th inſtant, ſent a flag to 
the ſecond encampment, offering the ſame terms that had been granted 
to the firſt, which they immediately ſubmitted to.—T have now twenty- 
five officers priſoners here; two they call generals, and 349 fank and 
file. I am informed that Captain Bathe, who is ſtill in camp, has ſeventy- 
nine more with him.

towards us, as to juſtify the ſuſpicion which was conveyed to us of ity 
beitig® his intention to ſet fire to Simon's Town, from which all the in. 
Habitahts had been obliged to retire by his order, the Admiral and ny. 
felf cohcurred ja thinking it, expedient to prevent the execution of his 
by landing ourſelves, and taking poſſeſſion of the place, which 
accordingly! did on the 14th of July, with the part of the 78th reg. 
ment under my command, and the marines of the ſquadron, the latter 
amounting to about 3 30 men, and the former to 450. Very few days 
elapfed before our patrotes were fired upon by the Burgher Militia and 
entots, who octupied the hills round us, while our people were re 
ftrairied by the directions which they had received, not to Commit any 
act of hoſtility towards the Dutch troops. Hoſtilities being, howerer 
thus 'edmmenced, and as the time approached when we might reaſonably 


expe the arrival of the troops and ſtores which had been OE of

the Governor of St. Helena, it appeared to me to be an object of con-

The enemy were driven from two twenty-four ponnders, 
which were directed towards the ſea, and abandoned the poſt before it 
was poſſible for us to arrive near enough to profit by the circumſtance 
ſv completely as we were in hopes of doing, as they carried off all 
their artillery, except the two heavy guns above mentioned, and one 
braſs fix pounder, with two eight- inch howitzers. 

The enemy baving, however, taken poſt on an advantageous ri 
of rocky heights, very ſtrong, and difficult of ſucceſs, a little beyond 
the camp, the advanced guard, under the command of Major Mony- 
penny, of the 78th, ſupported by the battalion of that regiment, at- 
tacked and drove them from thence with the greateſt ſpirit, although, 
in addition to the ſtrength of the ground, the enemy were further pro- 
tected by cannon from the oppoſite fide of the lagoun, which covers 
the poſt of Muyzenberg towards the Cape Town. Yo this affair, which 
terminated only with the day, the activity and ſpirit of the light com- 
pany of the 78th, under the command of Captain Campbell, was con- 
ipicuouſly diſplayed. Captain Scott, of the 78th, was the only officer 
wounded on the occaſion. 

The next morning the enemy, having drawn out their whole force 
from the Cape Town, 24 field pieces advanced to attack us, but 
finding us ſtrongly polted, and being themſelves fired upon from the 
pieces they had left behind the preceding day, which had been drilled 
and brought forward by the exertions of a company of pikemen under 
Lieutenant Coftin of the Rattleſnake, they thought it more prudent to 
deſiſt from the attempt, and retired, after ſome ſkirmiſhiog, attended 
with little loſs on our ſide, and only remarkable for the ſteadineſs diſ- 
played by the iſt battalion of ſeamen, commanded by Captain Hardy 
of the Echo, who, liaving croſſed the water with the marines, received 
the enemy's fire, without returning a ſhot, and manceuvred with a re- 
gularity which would not have diſcredited veteran troops. The ma- 
rines, under Major Hill, diſplayed an equal degree of ſteady reſolution 
on the occaſion, | 

On the gth the Arniſton arrived from St. Helena, with ſuch aſſiſtance 
as Governor Brooke had been able to afford us. It confiſted of 352 rank 
and file, with ſome field artillery, and a very limited proportion of am- 
munition: they were directed to proceed immediately to camp, and the 
boats of the fleet were unremittingly employed in forwarding ſtores and 
proviſions to us; a work in which, from the peculiar difficulty of our ſitu- 
ation, and the inſufficiency of our means, our ＋ was very ſlow, and 
frequently ſo much interrupted by unfavourable weather, that we could 
hardly get a-head of our conſumption, While this neceſſary buſineſs 
was going on, our future operations became the object of my moſt 
earneſt conſideration, On the one hand, as the enemy appeared nu: 
merous, and diſpofed to an obſtinate defence, for the which they had 
had ample time to make the beſt preparations, I could not but be ſen» 
ible that the force under my command was, in pot of numbers, in- 
adequate to the attempt of reducing them; and I had little to rely on 
to counterbalance the diſparity, but the ſpirit of the individuals be- 
longing to it. I poſſeſſed no cattle or carriages for the tranſport of am- 
munition or proviſions, and a communication of twelve miles was to 
be kept up to be furniſhed with either, at leaſt till I could open a ſhorter 
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one with the ſhips that the Admiral might ſend to Table Bay, for which 
the ſcaſon was till very unfavourable. | 3 

Oh the other hand, though theſe difficulties were fufficiently diſcou 
raging, yet the arrival of General Clarke was uncertain, ang, the ſtate 


of our proviſions was ſuch as to render the poſſibility of our Nay, till 


it ſhould; happen, very doubtful. Under theſe circumſtances, 1 deter- 
mined on an attempt by night on the moſf conſiderable af the enemy's 
out- poſts, in the hopes that a ſevere execution among t Bürgher Mi- 
Ii might intimidate them, and produce circumſtances to our advan- 
tage. It took place on the 27th of laſt month; but unfortunately, 
notwithſtanding every attention on the part of Lieutenant- colonel Mac 
Kenzie, who commanded, it failed, from the intricacy of the roads, 
and the timidity and ignorance of the guides; while it ſerved only to 
produce amony the enemy a degree of vigilance, which ſoon Ke vr 
me 01 the impraCticability of any further attempt by way of ſurpriſe, 

On the morning of the 1ft of September, the enemy, having lined 
the mountains above us with Hottentots and Burgher Militia, com- 
menced a tire of muſketry upon dur c:mp, which, from the total want 
of etlect that had attended a former attempt of the ſame nature, was 
little attended to, till unfortunately the piquet of the reſerve being too 
mpeh gcevpied with covering themſelves from it, neglected their front, 
trom whence the enemy poured in conſiderable numbers, and forced 
idem in with forme loſs, Captain Brown, with the 78th grenadiers, ad- 
vancing, however, to their ſupport, the enemy were immediately. driven 
down the hill again, and the ground of the piquets re-occupied. In 
this affair Major Monypenny, of the 78th, was ſeverely wounded, and 
we. ſuffered a great lols in being deprived of the aſſiſtance of an officer 
of diſtinguiſhed zeal and aftiviy in the command of the reſerve, with 
which he lad been charged ſince our march from Simon's Town. Cap» 
tain Dentafte, of the St. Helena troops, was alſo wounded. 

In a cnnterence with Sir George Llphinfiooe, on the 2d of Se 
ber, it was agreed to wait ſix days longer, for the poſſihility of the ar- 
rival of General Clarke; and that if he did not appear by that time, I 
flwnitld then advance; and under every diſadvantage of numbets and 
tuation, try the fortune of an attack, which however hazardq s, we 
deemed it our duty to make, before the total failure of our proviſions, 
put us under an abſolute neceſſity of ſeeking a ſupply elſe where. 

On the morhing of the 3d, however, the enemy, encouraged by the 
' Hittle ſneceſs which had attended our attempt on the 1ſt, meditated a 
general attack on our camp, Which in all probability would have been 
decifive of the fate of the colony: they advanced in the night with all 
the ſtrength they could muſter, and with a train of not leſs than eighteen 
feld pieces.

MY letters from St. Salvador, by the Chatham brig, will have ac- 
quainted you of our leaving that place; and I have now the honour to 
inform you, that all the India Company's ſhips, having troops on board, 
arrived off the Cape of Good Hope on the 3d, and entered Simon's 
Bay on the th inſtant, where I found the Admiral in poſſeſſion of the 
harbour, and Major-general Craig at Muyzenberg, a poſt of importance 
about ſix miles on the road to this place, with a corps compoſed of {ca- 
men and marines from the fleet, ſix companies of 78th reg. that came in 
it, and a detachment of the Eaſt India Company's troops from St. Helena, 
amounting in all to about 1900 men, and the enemy who had peremp- 
torily rejected all negotiation, in a ſtate of active hoſtility againſt us. 
Under theſe circumſtances it became neceſſary to endeavour to effec 
the execution of our orders without loſs of time: I therefore, in con. 
junction with, and aided by the Admiral, diſembarked the regiments, 
artillery, and neceſſary ſtores, and forwarded them to the advanced polt 
as fait as 1 where, through his ardent zeal for the public ſervice 
and indefatigable exertions, as much proviſion was collected as ve 
hoped might enable us to fit down before the town, and go on till we 
could communicate with our ſhips in Table Bay, or draw ſome afliſtance 
from the country behind us: and having made the beſt arrangement 
we could for tranſporting our proviſions, guns, ſtores, ammunition, 
and neceſſary axticles of every kind, by the only means in our power, 
men's labour, we marched on the 14th frhm Muyzenberg, leaving a 
ſuſacient detachment for the protection of our camp and ſtores at that 
place. The enemy could ſee all our motions, and the country through 
which we were to paſs for ſeveral miles being very favourable to thc 
ſort of warfare that it was their buſineſs to purſue, (many of them 
being on horſeback, and armed with guns that kill at a great diſtance) 
I had reaſon to think we might be greatly haraffed, and ſuffer much 
on our route, Our loſs, however, from the precautions taken, and the 
ſhyneſs of the enemy, fortunately proved leſs than might have been ex: 

ed, having only one ſeaman killed and ſeventeen ſoldiers wounded 
in our progreſs to the poſt of Wyneberg, where the enemy were in 
force, with nine pieces of cannon, and had determined, as we wer 
told, to make a ſerious reſiſtance. But having formed the army 
columns of march into two lines, and made a detachment from m 
right and left to attack both their flanks, while I advanced with the 
wain body and artillery, (which, much to the credit of Major Yorks 
was extremely well conducted and ſerved) againſt their centre, tht) 
found themſclves fo preſſed by us, and at the ſame time alarmed by tte 
„ appearans 
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appearance of Commodore Blankett, with three ſhips the Admiral had 
detached into Table Bay, to cauſe a diverſion on that lide, of which 
they were very jealous, that they retired with the loſs of a few men 
from our cannon, before we could gain the top of the bill; from whence 
we followed them cloſe for two miles, but dark coming oh; and great 
part of the troops being much fatigued by the burdens they Bech ad 
the haraſſment they met with through very ſwampy ground, in the 
courſe of the day, I determined to halt for the night in the pofition { 
found myſelf, which proved favourable for the purpoſe, with the inten- 
tion of proſecuting my march at day-light next morning. 

In this fituation, an officer arrived with a flag and letter from Governor 
Sluyſken, aſking a ceſlation of arms for 8 hours, to arrange 
and offer propoſals for ſurrendering the town; but I did not thinł it 
prudent to grant more than twenty-four, in which time every thing was 
ſettled agreeable to the articles of capitulation that I have the honour to 
wcloſe, whereby the regular troops that formed the garriſon became 
priſoners of war, and his Majeſty is put into the full poflefſion of he 
town and colony, which I hope will prove acceptable to bim, and juſtify 
the commendation and report, that I think it my duty to make of the 
meritorious ſervices. of all the officers, loldiers, ſeamen, and marines, 
that have been employed in this arduous ſervice, The difficulties and 
hardſhips that great part of them have experienced are extreme, and 
the perſeverance and cheerfulneſs with which they were encouutered do

I HAVE the honour to acquaint you, for the information of my 
Lords Commiſſioners of the 721 that on the 16th inſtant the 
colony and caſtle of the Cape of Good Hope ſurrendered by capitulation 
to the Britiſh arms, in conſequence of which I proceeded in the Mo- 
narch to this bay, whither I had previouſly diſpatched Commodore Blankett 
in the America, with the two ſloops and an India ſhip, for the 82 
of m_ an alarm on the Cape Town fide, in which he ſ ad- 
mirably. | 

This event has given me great ſatis faction, not only from the fortu- 
nate termination, but alſo from the relief it affords to the officers, ſea- 
men, and marines of the fleet under my command, after a laborious 
ſervice for a length of time, wherein they were continually fatigued, 
and often unavoidably ill fed. They merit my warmeſt thanks, to 
which the volunteer ſeamen from the Eaſt India Company's ſhips are 
alſo entitled, for their readineſs in undertaking to draw the cannon, and 
the cheerfulneſs with which they performed that duty; and I muſt 
more particularly beg leave to notice the eminent ſervices of Captains 
Hardy and Spranger, which, however, are more fully deſcribed in a 
letter from Major-general Craig to me, a copy of which I have the ho- 
nour to incloſe, together with a liſt of promotions, wherein you will 
perceive I had given the command of the Princeſs to Captain Hardy, 
whoſe acknowledged merit will, I truſt, juſtify my election, and recom- 
mend him to their Lordſhipsꝰ confirmation. This ſhip is one of thoſe 
found in Simon's Bay, called by the Dutch Wilhemſtadt and Boetzlaw, 
of 1000* tons burden, mounting twenty-fix guns, and moſt completely 
lound, with copper in the hold ſufficient to ſheath her, 

The ſhip Caſtor and Star armed brig, late belonging to the Dutch, 
Eaſt India Company, were found at anchor in this bay ; the latter, 
being fit for his Majeſty's ſervice, and much wanted, 7 have alſo pre- 
lumed to commiſſion.

tranſports taken up for the purpoſe of conveying it to this place. 

The fleet arrived in Back Bay, to the norchward of the forts of 
Trincomalee and Ooſtnaburgh, on the iſt inſtant ; and as Commodore 
Rainier and 1 were particularly anxious, that the commandant of thoſe 
forts ſhould not mitapprehend the object of the armament under our 
command, every 4 was taken to prevent any miſapprehenſion 
upon that head, by explaining to him the nature of it; and two days 
were pent in communications between the fort and fleet for that 

urpoſe, | 
N Fa the commandant, however, did not think proper to accede to the 
requiſition made, in the name of the King, by the commodore and me, 
and refuſed obeying the commands of his ſuperior, Mr. Van Angel- 
beck, (the governor of Columbo) to deliver up the fort of Ooſten- 
burgh to a detachment of his Majeſty's troops, on account af an in- 
formality in the order, the commodore agreeing with me in the — 
priety of landing the troops, they were diſembarked on the 3d, about 
four miles to the northward of the fort of Trincomale, without op- 
ſition. 

F Neither the garriſon of Trincomale or Ooſtnaburgh have hitherto 
given us any moleſtation in the laborious ſervice of which the troops 
have been employed, of conveying proviſions, 'ordnance, and ſtores, 
along a ſteep ſandy beach, from a diſtance of three miles; gor has any 
act of open hoſtility taken place. 

We are ftill employed in the ſame ſervice, as well as in Preparing 
materials for the conſtruction of ſuch works as may be neceſſary to re- 
duce the farts; and if the commandant perſeveres in his reſolution to 
refuſe us admittance as friends, I hope to have it in my power ta begin 
our approaches againſt the fort of Trincomale to-morrow night. 

I cannot .too ſtrongly expreſs my obligations to Commadore Rainier 
for the readineſs with which he has afforded every afliſtance which 
could be given by the ſquadron of his Majeſty's ſhips under his com- 
mand, in conveying and landing the troops, ſtores, and proviſions, and 
in every part of his ſervice where his aid and co-operation could be of 
uſe ; and his zeal has been ably ſeconded by the exertions of the officers 
and ſeamen employed in carrying bis orders into effect.

I Feel a more than ordinary ſatisfaction in announcing this event for

I ARRIVED here on the 15th inſtant, with his Majeſty's ſhip under 
my command ; the Ewer and Carnatic tranſports, and a part of the 
convoy, 2 parted company with bis Majeſty's ſhip Reſiſtance, in 
the night of the 143th, between the Sandheads. Captain Pakenham 
joined company again in Malacca Road on the 17th, in the morn- 
ing. 

By the incloſed letters, you will ſee that we were obliged to com- 
mence hoſtilities, which began by the Reſiſtance firing a few guns at the 
Conſtantia (a Dutch Indiaman run into the mud) which ſhe returned 
by firing two guns, and then ſtriking her colours. From the great aſ- 
ſiſtance afforded me by the boats from the China fleet, &c. I was ena- 
bled to land all the troops, with two fix-pounders at the ſame time. 
They left the ſhips at ſeven P. M. on the 17th, and reached the ſhore 
by nine P.M. At half paſt nine P. M. an officer came on board the 
Orpheus from the Governor to ſurrender the place on our terms; 
they then delivered over St. John's Poſt, a commanding work well fur- 
niſhed with cannon, about 1300 yards from the fort, and 200 from 
the place of conference, to a ſubaltern with a party of our grenadiers, 
and we entered the fort with the remainder of the Britiſh detachment. 
The garriſon being thus completely in our power, and unconditio- 
nally, further than the ſecurity of property, the Dutch guards were per- 
mitted to remain armed at their poſts, until the Governor, whom we 
then accompanied to his houſe, gave, in his own hand-writing to Ma- 
jor Brown, a detail of the guards, which were then relieved by the Bri- 
tiſh troops. From the anxious defire of complying with his Majeſty's 
orders, we have L- to the incloſed capitulation, and every thing 
now appears perfectly quiet, and all parties reconciled.

They were delivered up without refiſtance ; and we are now in poſſeſ- 
won of all their ſettlements on the continent of India.
